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Plan for flats 
is approved 
despite fears

PLANS for 44 homes in the town 
centre have been approved de¬ 
spite concerns about traffic at a key 
horse crossing. 

Forest Heath District Council’s 
planning committee has approved 
the application for a mixture of 
one, two and three-bed properties 
and six town houses at the former 
Makings, in Fordham Road, New¬ 
market. 

Objections were made by Swayne 
and Partners veterinary surgery and 
by Newmarket Town Council due to 
fears it was overdevelopment and 
would increase traffic in Fordham 
Road, which is a key route for hors¬ 
es going to and from the gallops. 

It is also close to St Louis Catho¬ 
lic Academy and Fairstead House 
School. 

Newmarket town councillor Ra¬ 
chel Hood said: “It is absolutely 
blinkered to say there wouldn’t be a

traffic problem. 

“Since 2007 there have been three 
new yards built so there are lots of 
horses using the horsewalks and 
schoolchildren crossing.” 

However Cllr Tim Huggan said 
more houses were needed to ac¬ 
commodate staff working in the 
new stables. 

Amendments had been made to 
the plans since they were first ap¬ 
proved in 2007, including improve¬ 
ments to the design and parking. 


Cllr Simon Cole said: “This plan is 
better than the old one. 

“Newmarket does need afford¬ 
able housing and these apartments 
look like they would be affordable. 

“I don’t think we can refuse it.” 

Speaking after the decision Mark 
Fitzpatrick, managing director of 
Cleanslate Ltd which is developing 
the project, said it was an “exciting 
site”. 

He said: “There was strong sup¬ 
port for our application and it 
was accepted by all members 
that it was a much improved 
scheme over the previous.” 

More housing is needed for New¬ 
market to meet district targets 
which state more than 7,000 homes 
must be found across Forest Heath 
by 2031. Draft estimates for New¬ 
market are still being finalised.

Contractor chosen for new racing museum 


BUILDING work will soon 
begin on a £15 million rac¬ 
ing heritage centre. 

A contractor has been 
appointed for the Na¬ 
tional Heritage Centre for 
Horseracing and Sporting 
Art at the historic Palace 
House site in Newmarket. 

Following a tender pro¬ 
cess managed by Forest 
Heath District Council 
(FHDC), GRAHAM Con¬ 
struction was appointed 


to carry out the work. 

Peter Jensen, chair of 
the Home of Horserac¬ 
ing Trust said: “After eight 
years of fundraising we 
are delighted that we are 
now on our way. It is most 
encouraging that we are 
planning the opening to¬ 
wards the end of 2015 so 
I am pleased to say that 
bringing the project to re¬ 
ality will take far less time 
than evolving the dream.” 


Cllr Warwick Hirst, cabi¬ 
net member for Health, 
Leisure and Culture at 
FHDC, said: “The National 
Heritage Centre has gone 
from a dream to a drawing 
and then full-scale project 
- it can only have got so 
far thanks to terrific sup¬ 
port from a huge range of 
people and organisations 
who all recognise the im¬ 
portance of Newmarket 
as the international centre 


for horseracing.” 

The new centre will see

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Tragic Shaun, 

17, lost control 
of motorbike 
on a bend, 
inquest is told 



A “TREMENDOUSLY like¬ 
able” teenager died when he 
lost control of his motorbike 
on a bend, an inquest heard. 

Shaun Cronin, of Man- 
derston Road, Newmarket, 
was killed when his motorcy¬ 
cle crashed on Willie Snaith 
Road as he travelled home 
from work on August 5, 2012. 

An inquest in Bury St Ed¬ 
munds heard yesterday that 
the 17-year-old was “sailing” 
along the road behind a VW 
Bora driven by his manager 
VipulVarsanic. 

Mr Varsanic told the in¬ 
quest he had braked as he 
thought he was going too 
fast and when he looked in 
the mirror he saw Shaun had 
fallen off the bike and was ly¬ 
ing on the ground. 

The teenager was pro¬ 
nounced dead at the scene 
by emergency services and 
a post mortem found he had 
died of multiple injuries. 

Suffolk assistant coroner 
Dan Sharpstone said wit¬ 
nesses had speculated the 
pair were racing as they 
were driving at such speed 
but there was no “good evi¬ 
dence” to suggest this was 
the case. 

Mr Varsanic said his car 
had started leaning and he 
braked to slow himself down 
after the bend. 

He said he had not realised 
the teenager was riding be¬ 
hind him and when he saw 
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the bike lying in the road 
he turned around and went 
back to help. 

He broke down as he told 
the inquest how well he had 
got on with Shaun in the few 
weeks they had worked to¬ 
gether. 

Mr Varsanic was arrested 
on a charge of causing death 
by dangerous driving but 
was not charged with the of¬ 
fence. 

Pc Andrew Fossey, acci¬ 
dent investigator, said the 
CCTV footage showed both 
vehicles were driving at more 
than 54mph in the 30mph 
speed limit. 

He said: “Shaun had 
dropped the speed of his 
motorcycle by 21 miles per 
hour on the bend. Dropping 
or accelerating a motorcycle 
while turning a corner is go¬ 
ing to affect the stability of 
the machine. 

“The most likely cause 
is he did brake and he did 
brake hard.” 

Neither of the vehicles had 
any defects which would 
have contributed to the 
collision and road condi¬ 
tions were good, the inquest 
heard. 

Dr Sharpstone said there 
was not enough evidence 
to ascertain whether Shaun 
had braked because he saw 
the VW Bora’s brake lights or 


because he was reacting to 
something else. 

He said: “From the evi¬ 
dence I have heard today I 
am unable to say which of 
these two is the most likely.” 

He returned a verdict of 
death as a result of a road 
traffic collision and offered 
his condolences to Shaun’s 
family. 

Speaking after the inquest 
Shaun’s father Peter said: 
“Our family has been com¬ 
pletely devastated since the 
death of our youngest son 
Shaun in a road traffic acci¬ 
dent at just 17 years of age. 

“He had his whole life to 
look forward to and had as¬ 
pirations to become an en¬ 
gineer. 

“Shaun was passionate 
about motorbikes and loved 
working with engines. 

“He was a careful and con¬ 
siderate driver who was just 
making his way home from 
work. 

“The past 15 months since 
his death have been made 
more distressing as we did 
not know the full details of 
what happened. 

“Shaun was tremendously 
likeable and everyone who 
met him really warmed to 
him. He was also extremely 
loyal to his family and he is 
and will remain truly missed 
by me, his mother, his 
brothers, sisters, family and 
friends.”

Applause as four 
flats are refused 


APPLAUSE was heard from 
the public gallery as plans 
for fours flats on the site of a 
bungalow were turned down. 

An application was sub¬ 
mitted for three two-bed and 
one one-bed apartments 
on a site in Windsor Road, 
Newmarket, which currently 
houses one bungalow. 

Forest Heath District 
Council’s planning commit¬ 
tee voted to refuse the plans 
at a meeting this week as the 
flats were “not in keeping” 
with the area. 

Keith Hutchinson, a plan¬ 
ning consultant acting for 
the applicant, said it was an 
“effective” use of space and 
the development would be 
sustainable. 

He said: “It will provide 
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housing in a district where 
there is a shortfall in the five 
year housing supply.” 

Residents had expressed 
concerns on a number of 
grounds, including increased 
traffic, noise and loss of pri¬ 
vacy from the flats overlook¬ 
ing neighbours gardens. 

Cllr Bill Sadler, who repre¬ 
sents St Mary’s, said: “I am 
staggered the planning offic¬ 
ers can recommend this for 
approval. It is disgraceful.” 

Exning Cllr Simon Cole 
said: “It is not in keeping with 
the area . . is that a respon¬ 
sible design? The last thing 
I would want is for anyone 
to be selling their bungalow 
and building something like 


this which would look aw¬ 
ful.” 

Cllr Eddie Stuart added: 
“It is not in keeping with the 
buildings beside it. It looks 
like an old shed in between 
two nice buildings.” 

The committee said it was 
minded to refuse the appli¬ 
cation as it was overdevelop¬ 
ment and concerns over the 
design. 

Speaking after the meet¬ 
ing, neighbour Jane Bursford 
told the News : “We are just 
ecstatic that we are not going 
to be living next to a shed.” 

And resident James Gil- 
ligan added: “It is such a re¬ 
lief. I can’t understand why 
someone would want to pull 
down a lovely bungalow and 
build flats.”

ig car crash left Iona Barclay on the brink 
d facing an uncertain future. But, seven 


A devastatin 
of death an 

years on, the 28 -year-old has made a remarkable 
recovery, and is more determined than ever to make 
every day count. Interview By LYDIA FALLON 


I ONA Barclay is the 
epitome of a doting 
new mum. Cradling her 
beautiful daughter Zarah 
in her arms and showering 
her with kisses, the 28-year- 
old, from Kentford, glows 
with health and happiness. 

It’s quite remarkable to 
think that just a short time 
ago a near-fatal car crash 
had left the vivacious lady 
sitting in front of me with no 
memory, unable to walk or 
talk. 

In those darkest of days, 
Iona - who is the niece by 
marriage of Andrew Lloyd- 
Webber - feared she would 
never recover, let alone be 
able to start a family, but the 
28-year-old has defied the 
odds to do both. 

“I’ve always been a ‘get up 
and get on with it’ kind of 
girl, and although at times I 
didn’t think I was going any¬ 
where, you just have to keep 
trying. If you put your mind 
to it, you will always get 
there in the end,” she smiles. 

Iona’s story began in 2006 
when she was getting set to 
embark on a trip of a lifetime 
with close friends. 

Fresh out of university, 
and eager to see the world, 
the talented horsewoman 
had signed up to the Student 
Gumball Rally - a 1,500-mile 
road adventure from the UK 
to Eastern Europe. 

But what was meant to be 
a dream trip turned into a 
nightmare for Iona when the 
car she was travelling in was 
involved in a horrific crash 
in Croatia. They were just 
hours from the finish. 

Although she doesn’t recall 
anything about the crash, 
Iona was later told the car 
was hit by oncoming traffic 
and she took the full force of 
the impact. 

She broke her jaw, cheek¬ 
bone and hip, and sustained 
a life-threatening head in¬ 
jury, spending two months 
in a coma. 

“I was the only one who 
was properly injured,” she 
explains. “When the driver 
got out of the car and saw 
what happened to me appar¬ 
ently she fainted because of 
the state I was in.” 

Iona was rushed to a hos¬ 
pital in the Croatian capital 
Zagreb, and it was there she 
spent more than eight weeks 
in a coma. 

“It was too dangerous to 
fly me home; they knew it 
would kill me if they did. 

“My parents flew out as 


soon as they found out, they 
didn’t even pack, they just 
got in the car and drove to 
the airport,” Iona says. 

“It was really devastating 
for them. I was in a different 
country, they couldn’t get to 
me and the hospital couldn’t 
even tell them if I was going 
to survive or not; they would 
just say ‘If she’s lucky’. 

“They believed I had a 1 
per cent chance of survival 
which was terrifying for my 
family.” 

The odds were well and 
truly stacked against her, but 
miraculously Iona did wake 
up and was transferred to 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital to 
begin yet another battle; to 
learn to walk and talk again. 

It was an incredibly tough 
few months, but Iona has a 
steely determination run¬ 
ning through her, and there 
was never any question she 
wouldn’t succeed. 

“I just tried to stay positive 
and had the attitude what¬ 
ever happens, happens. 

“However rubbish it 
looked - and at times it did 
look pretty rubbish - and 
even if it’s a real hard slog, 
you just have to keep work¬ 
ing. 

“I’ve never been the kind 
of person to have regrets,” 
she adds. “When stuff hap¬ 
pens you get up, shake your¬ 
self off and get on with it. 
There’s no point sitting there 
moaning ‘Why did this hap¬ 
pen to me?’ That’s not going 
to change it.” 

Her unwavering positivity 
seemed to pay off. Slowly but 
surely Iona started to make 
progress and she was even¬ 
tually allowed to continue 
her recovery at home with 
her family. 

How did it feel when she 
could finally leave the hospi¬ 
tal? “It was such a relief,” she 
smiles. “But the only thing 
was it meant I had to get 
back in a car for the first time 
since the accident. 

“I started being violently 
sick and doctors said it was 
subconscious fear. I didn’t 
have any actual recollection 
of the crash but my body still 
did.” 

And there were many more 
obstacles Iona had to face as 
she tried to get her life back 
on track. 

Unable to remember any¬ 
thing from the previous 
two years - “It felt like I fell 
asleep in 2005 and woke up 
in 2007,” she says - Iona had 
to retrain, get to know the 


many friends she’d forgotten 
all over again, and perhaps 
most devastating of all, deal 
with the news that she may 
have to give up horse riding, 
one of her biggest passions. 

Luckily, a certain some¬ 
one was there to help her 
through. “I’d been friends 
with Zahoor a long time; we 
met at a stables where we 
were both working,” says 
Iona. 

“We started a relationship 
about four years after the 
crash when I moved back to 
Newmarket, and he has been 
amazing. 

“I didn’t remember New¬ 
market when I moved back 
there, and I didn’t really re¬ 
member any of the people. 

“But Zahoor was amazing 
with me; he was really sup¬ 
portive and helpful. When 
I was like ‘Oh my God,’ he 
would just tell me that eve¬ 
rything was going to be OK.” 

Zahoor - who is a work 
rider for fohn Gosden - and 
Iona are now engaged and 
proud parents to Zarah, a 
daughter the couple never 
thought they would be able 
to have. 

“The doctors told me I 
would struggle to conceive, 
and might not even be able 
to hold a baby. But you know 
what? I’ve done it,” Iona 
smiles. 

“I wasn’t sure if I would be 
able to have a natural birth 
with her - we didn’t know if 
my heart would be able to 
cope because my body has 
taken a fair old battering - 
but I did.” 

She adds: “Before the crash 
I hadn’t really been into hav¬ 
ing kids, but since then I just 
really wanted to kind of give 
something back; I know I can 
give everything to her. 

“I have a beautiful daugh¬ 
ter and an amazing hus- 
band-to-be. I’m very, very 
lucky.”

Cracking the code at college Maths club

Jail for woman who

Each time she had 
agreed, arranging for the 
drug to be handed over. 

Regarding the fraud 
charge, Mr Duah said 
in March Vaughan had 
been in possession of 
the PIN number for a 
68-year-old friend’s Post 
Office account. 

The card for the ac¬ 
count was stolen in a 
burglary at the woman’s 
home in Newmarket on 
March 31 while she was 
out shopping. 


Vaughan, who had 
helped the woman and 
obtained money for her 
from a cash machine, 
had supplied the PIN 
number to the burglars, 
allowing £200 to be with¬ 
drawn from the account. 

Christopher Morgan, 
mitigating, said Vaughan 
had had a difficult back¬ 
ground and at the time 
of the offences had not 
had a permanent ad¬ 
dress. She had used 
drugs since an early age. 

He said: “She is not a 
dealer, she doesn’t hold 
a stock. Her benefit was 
a small amount of drugs. 

“She made no money 


out of it.” 

Since her arrest, 
Vaughan had tried to ad¬ 
dress her addiction and 
worked in the prison li¬ 
brary. 

Sentencing her, fudge 
Rupert Overbury said: 
“You were prepared to 
do that plainly as part 
of a community of drug 
addicts but what makes 
your offending the more 
serious is that it was to a 
complete stranger.” 

An aggravating feature 
was Vaughan had com¬ 
mitted the drug offences 
while on bail for other 
offences from another 
court.

Solar farm plans 
submitted for the 
outskirts of village

MORE than 60 hectares of land 
could be transformed into a so¬ 
lar farm which would power up to 
29,000 homes. 

Plans have been submitted to 
East Cambridgeshire District Coun¬ 
cil (ECDC) for a 61.6 hectare solar 
farm on land near Heath Road in 
Burwell. 

Daisy No 1 Ltd, based in Norwich, 
has put forward the proposals for 
the solar farm which would gener¬ 
ate a maximum of 27.2MWp of elec¬ 
tricity using photovoltaic panels. 

These panels will convert sunlight 
into clean energy which could pow¬ 
er up to 29,000 homes. 

A design and access statement 
accompanying the application 
said: “Given the vast number of re¬ 
newable energy technolo¬ 
gies available today, solar tech¬ 
nology is one of the most favour¬ 
able and is highly suited to the pro¬ 
posed site. 

“Solar PV technology is relatively 
unobtrusive, sympathetic to the 
surrounding area, easy to deploy, 
commercially proven and reliable 
whilst making the best use of the 
land.” 

The ground-mounted solar pan¬ 
els will be used for 25 years before 
the site is transformed back into ag¬ 
ricultural land. 

If built each panel would meas¬ 
ure about 2.5m high and they will 
be arranged at a distance of about 
6.8m apart. 

The panels will be facing south¬ 


wards and slanted at a 30 degree 
angle to obtain the maximum sun¬ 
light. 

If approval is given by the district 
council, which is the planning au¬ 
thority in this matter, then the con¬ 
struction of the site was estimated 
to take about 13 weeks.

Housing targets 
may be increased 


MEMBERS of the public are invit¬ 
ed to comment on changes to the 
local plan which could increase 
the district’s housing target by 
1,500 homes. 

East Cambridgshire District 
Council (ECDC) is consulting on 
changes to the Local Plan pre¬ 
submission draft which was com¬ 
pleted in February.

The council has based its deci¬ 
sion on research which identifies 
a total housing need of 93,000 
new homes in Cambridgeshire.

Cllr Peter Moakes, chairman of 
the development and transport 
committee at ECDC, said: “Our 
draft Local Plan was developed in 
close partnership with residents, 
businesses and local councils to 
ensure we delivered an innova¬ 
tive ‘ground up’ approach to de¬ 
velopment and future growth. 

“This was an extensive process 
which involved many hours of 
work, exhibitions and presenta¬ 
tions to create our original plan. 

“However, in the weeks since 
we submitted our documents 
to the Planning Inspectorate for 
approval, further countywide 
guidance has come out which re¬ 
quires the authority to look again 
at the number of homes needed 


in the district. 

“To ensure our Plan is up to 
date and sound, we are asking the 
public to comment on the pro¬ 
posed increase in the numbers 
of houses for the district over the 
next 20 years.” 

Members of the public are in¬ 
vited to express their views on the 
proposed changes to the Local 
Plan by 5pm on Friday, Novem¬ 
ber 15.

N OT many people have 
crammed as much into 
their lives as John Willis. 

The father-of-two has studied 
at Cambridge University travelled 
the world, had a successful legal 
career, runs a thriving business 
consultancy, has just launched his 
own charity and, earlier this year, 
took part in a triathlon. 

It’s an impressive list of 
achievements by anyone’s 
standards, but given that John was 
born without properly-formed 
arms and legs, it’s really rather 
remarkable. 

Yet John is nonchalant. “The 
really driving thought throughout 
my life has been ‘Don’t be a victim, 
just get on with it’, he shrugs. “Our 
ambitions are only limited by our 
own thought processes, really.” 

John’s making tea as I arrive, 
lifting the kettle with what he calls 
his ‘paws’. I’m intrigued but, even 
though it’s my job, it feels a little 
rude to ask him what he can (and 
can’t) do. But he just smiles and 
says he’s used to it - apparently 
people ask questions all the time. 

“I think there’s a natural human 
curiosity about how someone 
does something that’s not the way 
everybody else does it,” he says, 
climbing onto the bench at the 
kitchen table. 

How about writing - can he 
write? John answers by using his 
face to guide my pen into his paws 
and then, quickly and deftly, writes 
‘This is my party trick. I won a 
handwriting prize when 10!’ 

His writing is beautiful. 

Born in 1960, John’s arrival 
was something of a shock to his 
parents: their baby son’s legs 
stopped just below the thigh, his 
left arm above the elbow and his 
right arm just below. “But my 


godparents were fantastic,” he 
says. “William was a pig farmer, 
and he just said ‘I don’t know what 
all the fuss is about; there’s far 
worse on the farm! You two go off 
on holiday, get over it, we’ll look 
after John’. 

“So for the first week of my life I 
lived on a farm. And then, once my 
parents came back, it was fine.” 

Doctors couldn’t explain why 
John’s limbs had failed to form: 
“They did every test under the 
sun, but it’s just one of those 
things,” he says. “Most people 
think it’s Thalidomide, but it’s 
not. Otherwise we’d have claimed 
compensation - I’d be rich!” 

The family were determined 
that John should achieve his full 
potential, but life in the 1960s 
wasn’t that simple, not least when 
educational inspectors insisted 
that he should be put in a special 
school. “The head teacher and 
my parents complained, but I 
was taken to a school where I was 
taught how to be disabled,” he 
recalls. “A classic example was I 
was given a typewriter to learn 
how to write. I always thought 
‘How am I meant to sign my 
name?’ So I rejected that.” 

As did his parents, who swifdy 
removed John from the state 
sector and put him into private 
education, “and I worked hard. 

My father expected me to; he’d 
been to Cambridge University, and 
therefore it was a nice goal for me 
to do that.” 

But John’s ambition didn’t 
always go down well with the 
other boys. He refers to some “low- 
level” bullying, “and one or two 
boys in particular found it very 
difficult that I could be successful. 
It sort of challenged them. But no, 
I’ve got lots of good friends from

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schooldays, and I had a good 
time.” 

Arriving at Trinity Hall to 
study Law, John was able to 
enjoy the whole Cambridge 
experience. Well, almost: “I 
was never able to climb over 
the bike sheds to get in late, 
but I used to manage to do it 
in other ways,” he says with a 
smile. 

“I don’t seem to recall 
missing out; I coxed, I followed 
the rugby, and I seem to 
remember staying up too 
late too often. In those days 
I had help getting dressed in 
the mornings - there was a 
volunteer rota of students - 
and it had to be at 8 o’clock 
every morning regardless, so 
I’d go to bed at 3 o’clock in 
the morning knowing that I 
couldn’t lie in...” 

After university, John 
became a solicitor for 12 years, 
but took nine months out to 
travel the world - alone - in 
1985, for which he was named 
Courageous Traveller of the 
Year. “My mother was a bit 
nervous; she said ‘Don’t be too 
brave to come home if it isn’t 
working’. But I had a fantastic 
time; a couple of scrapes, 
but nothing serious. In fact 
most of the time people are 
just incredibly generous and 
supportive.” 

Over the years, John has 
worked out his own way of 
handling everything from 
telephones to cameras, and he 
by no means relies on high- 
tech gizmos: “The two gadgets 
that I use the most are my 
iPad, and a hook made out of 
a coat hanger which helps me 
pull up my flies! It’s all about 
thinking outside the box,” he 
says. 

Is there anything he can’t 
physically do? “Not ‘can’t’, 
but certain things are just 
not worth the hassle. Cutting 
up food is really difficult. I 
used to wear artificial hooks, 
but they’re not particularly 
attractive, and really clunky. 

“And you can’t touch 
anything,” he adds. “If 
you spent a day wearing 
washing-up gloves, you’d 
realise how much in your life 
you’re touching things. And 
human contact is really quite 
important: you can’t really 
caress somebody with an 
artificial limb.” 

So his paws are quite 
sensitive? “Yes; and people are 
surprised at the dexterity and 
hand-eye co-ordination - or 
paw-eye co-ordination.” 

As well as trying hooks, as 


a boy John also had false legs, 
“wooden straight things that 
were incredibly heavy”, then 
metal versions that could 
bend at the knee. But they 
made everyday actions such 
as climbing stairs or getting 
onto a bus problematic, “and 
balance was tricky; if I fell over 
it was very difficult to get up 
because I don’t have the hands 
to help.” 

John gave them up at the 
age of 10, preferring instead 
to walk on his stumps; these 
days they’re clad in protective 
casing with rubberised ends. 
“The advantages of being high 
are mostly for other people,” 
he says. “It’s about not looking 
different. But you don’t notice 
it when I’m sitting down; most 
of my friends say that within 
a very short time they don’t 
notice it at all.” 

Is his height ever a problem? 
“Only in banks, but now my 
bank has a lower counter, 
which is great. Oh, and at 
those cocktail parties where 
everybody stands around. 

But my cunning trick at 
university was to take a 
blanket: I’d sit down on the 
grass in May Week, and after 
half an hour all the ladies 
in their heels would come 
and sit with me...” In fact 
John met his wife Lindsay at 
Trinity Hall, although they 
didn’t get together until a few 
years later; they’ve now been 
married for 18 years and live 
in Comberton with daughters 
Anna, 16, and Sara, 13. 

John’s latest venture is a new 
charity, Power2Inspire, which 
began when a good friend 
persuaded him to take part in 
a team triathlon. “I’ve been 
swimming all my life - it’s the 
only exercise I can really do 
- so I said ‘What do I have to 
do?’ And he said ‘You have to 
swim 1500 meters in an hour’. 

I went in the pool and I did it 
in 73 minutes, and I thought 
‘Ooh, well that’s enough of a 
challenge’, so I took him up 
on it; but I knew that I had to 
really get fit.” 

And he did. So fit, in fact, 
that this summer, guided by 
a canoeist, John completed 
the swimming leg of an 
able-bodied triathlon at Eton 
Dorney in just 52 minutes and 
23 seconds. How did he feel 
at the end? “Knackered!” he 
laughs, “but elated.” 

The team raised a 
magnificent £18,000 for 
charity, with help from a 
£10,000 donation from 
property mogul Andy Hill, 


“and I learned that setting 
oneself a challenge is really 
important,” says John. “For 
me, I lost 20 lbs, and I feel 
so much better because of 
that; my stumps aren’t taking 
the weight they were taking, 
so hopefully I can keep on 
walking for much longer.” 

In addition to raising money 
for charity, the idea behind 
Power2Inspire is to inspire 
everybody - disabled and 
able-bodied alike - to set 
themselves a challenge: “It 
doesn’t matter what it is, if 
it’s a stretching target for you, 
and you can work towards 
it and do it, it’s fantastically 
powerful,” he says. 

There’s no doubt that John 
himself is an inspiration - but 
does he have any regrets? He 
pauses. “There are only two 
things I’ve missed in my life: 
playing rugby and playing 
cricket.” And has he ever felt 
‘Why me?’ “Twice in my life,” 
he admits. “The first one I 
can’t remember; apparently 
when I was about 3,1 said 
to my mother ‘When are my 
arms and legs going to grow?’ 
And we had a big crying fit, 
both her and me. 

“But it was good; it was 
grieving at a young age, and 
then it went. Then I had a 
late-adolescent ‘moment’ at 
university, but the following 
day I was fine again. 

“It’s environments that 
disable us,” he says. “I set it 
up that I can reach things; 

I can operate a kettle, I can 
turn a computer on, my car’s 
adapted. 

“But going on holiday is 
quite challenging; discovering 
that I can’t reach the shower 
button because it’s too high 
- suddenly that’s what makes 
you disabled. 

“And there are very few 
people who are the perfect 
human specimens,” he adds. 
“Steve Redgrave, one of 
our greats Olympians, has 
diabetes; if you’re left-handed, 
there are times when gadgets 
make you feel disabled; take 
glasses away from some 
people and they’ll struggle. 
We’re all disabled in one way 
or another, so the challenge is 
to not allow it to hold us back. 

“Anything and everything 
is possible with a little 
determination and self-belief.” 

And with this thirst for 
life, is there nothing that 
he wouldn’t try? “Bungee 
jumping,” deadpans John, 
then laughs. “I’m very glad I 
don’t have ankles...”

the tulips 


YOU have probably planted most of your spring bulbs 
by now, but it's not too late to add tulips to the mix, 
ready to create a riot of colour next season. 

With this in mind, Consumers' Association 
magazine Which? Gardening has 
been scouring the country to ask 

head gardeners exactly how they GARDENING 

achieve their show-stopping tulip 
displays. 

In RHS Garden Harlow Carr 
in Harrogate, North Yorkshire, 
they use a sizzling combination 
of Tulipa 'Ballerina' (orange), 

'Queen of Night' (dark purple) 
and 'Jan Reus' (dark red). 

Garden manager Alison Goding 
explains: "The Triumph tulip 'Jan 
Reus' starts flowering in April 
and is 50cm high, while 'Queen 
of Night' and 'Ballerina' flower in May and are 60cm 
high, so the overall display has more depth and lasts 
a bit longer." 

The tulips are in a raised bed filled with topsoil, 
mixed with garden compost and grit to improve 
drainage and bulbs are planted at a depth of three to 
four times the size of the bulb, 15cm apart. 

A cooler theme is adopted at the Dorothy Clive

Garden in Market Drayton, Shropshire (www. 
dorothyclivegarden.co.uk ), combining white tulips 
'Purissima' with masses of soft blue forget-me-nots 
and Allium 'Purple Sensation', which appear in late 
spring. 

Margaret Barry, deputy curator 
of the garden, says: "This 'cool' 
theme is pleasing on the eye due 
to the limited tones of colour. 

"The varying textures also 
make this display appealing: a 
fluffy carpet of forget-me-nots 
punctuated by strong, linear 
stems supporting symmetrical 
blooms." 

The gardeners change the bed 
every year and in spring 2014 
will be offering a vibrant display 
of 'Purple Flag', 'Christmas 
Orange' and 'Christmas Marvel' (cerise pink), with 
an underplanting of deep-blue 'Sylva' forget-me- 
nots, which don't tend to self-seed as much as other 
varieties. 

If you want ideas for stunning pots of tulips, look 
no further than Rousham in Oxfordshire (www. 
rousham.org), where you can see amazing displays of 
majestic purple tulips, interspersed with pots of white 
ones. Varieties include 'Jackpot' (purple with white 



edge), 'Snowstar' (white), 'Ronaldo' (stocky purple- 
red), 'Havran' (tall dark purple) and 'Ballade' (pink 
with white edge). 

Head gardener Ann Starling says: "I started with 
purple varieties then added others. I first staged 
the tulips in pots like this about eight years ago. I 
repeat it each year because it works, and purple is a 
different colour for spring. 

"We empty the pots of their summer plantings 
then fill them with 15-25 bulbs each. The pots are 
sometimes put into coldframes in cold weather. If you 
do shelter planted-up pots in this way be careful, as 
you have to water them." 

Square containers work as well as round pots 
for tulip displays, as visitors to Easton Ruston 


Old Vicarage in Norfolk ( www.e-ruston- 
oidvicaragegardens.co.uk) will find. Plant the bulbs in 
rows, as close as possible without the bulbs touching. 

Mixed Rembrandt tulips - so called because they 
have similar markings to the tulips painted by the 
Dutch Old Masters - are planted in layers with 
tulip 'Zurel' and 'Flaming Spring Green' to make a 
refreshing combination. 

There are many options, but grey-coloured 
containers are a good choice for pale tulip 
combinations. Generally, the larger the better but if 
fibreglass faux lead is beyond your budget, consider 
the less expensive fibreclay instead.

the nght signals 
too much to ask? 



RECOGNISE THIS?: Using your indicators surely isn't too much to expect even in today's ultra-casual society 


SOME things in life are so sim¬ 
ple in their design and execution, 
they are taken for granted. Sadly 
that often means bad news, par¬ 
ticularly when it comes to cars. 

Take the humble indicator, for 
example. It started with hand sig¬ 
nals, and then someone had the 
genius plan of creating a little 
stick with an orange light on that 
popped up. Not a great deal has 
changed in the intervening cen¬ 
tury, except perhaps how they 
are being used. 

Because all cars have them, 
and in theory we all know how to 
use them, but unfortunately bad 
indication, or a complete absence 
of it, is a scourge of modern mo¬ 
toring. 

Can you remember when you 
wre learning to drive? If the an¬ 
swer is yes, try and remember the 
three-word mantra your instruc¬ 
tor taught you to apply when ap¬ 
proaching junctions. Can you re¬ 
call it? Of course you can - it was 
mirror, signal, manoeuvre. 

Next, ask yourself another 
question. Honestly, how often do 
you apply this now you’ve got a 
few years motoring under your 
belt? 

Drivers not using their mirrors 
is a whole other issue altogether, 


but if you do miss out ‘mirror’ 
and don’t bother with ‘signal’ 
then you just end up with lots of 
people manoeuvring about the 
place - which is as dangerous as 
it sounds. 

Roundabouts are a real hot¬ 
spot for this kind of behaviour. 
If you remember your Highway 
Code, you’ll know it’s dead easy; 
if you’re turning left then you 
signal left. If you’re going straight 
on, you signal left when you pass 
the exit before you want to take. 
And if you’re going right, signal 


right until you’ve passed the exit 
before you want to take and then 
signal left. 

But never mind all that com¬ 
mon sense, let’s play ‘roundabout 
bingo’ instead. Award yourself 
five points if you’ve witnessed 
any of the following; car not sig¬ 
nalling left on exit; car signalling 
right even when taking an exit; 
car not signalling at all; car sig¬ 
nalling left all the way around. 

At best, it’s discourteous. At 
worst, it’s downright dangerous. 

How many times have you 


been waiting to turn right out of a 
T-junction, seen an oncoming car 
signalling left but been unsure of 
whether or not to pull out? That’s 
right, plenty. And that’s because 
the general standard of indicat¬ 
ing is so poor, we don’t trust the 
signals we see. 

We’re all just trying to get 
somewhere on our roads and, 
while it might be asking a bit 
much to help each other on our 
way, it’s not too much to ask that 
we at least reduce the amount we 
hinder each other’s progress.

It is a hugely competitive and this year was no 
exception, although there was a slight wind in 
parts, the undulating course was conquered by the 
Newmarket Joggers' trio. 

The first Jogger home in second position overall 
was Holley in a time of 38min 21 sec, also claiming 
first MV45. 

Stephen Edwards was the next Jogger to finish, 
clocking 44.48 for 29th and the Joggers' trio was 
completed by Charles Shoolbred, who was 117th 
overall in 53.00 and was fourth in the MV60+ 
category. 

The deluge of rain on Friday made the 
Cambridge parkrun course more akin to cross¬ 
country conditions, but it did not deter the 348 
runners from taking part. 

The first Newmarket Jogger across the line was 
Chris Howell in eight position in 18.40. 

Marcus Gynn continued his comeback from 
injury earlier in the year in fine fashion. 

He was 69th overall in 22.08, which was a 
personal best for the 5K distance.

Conduct stars in Flat finale 



CONDUCT’S owners are looking 
forward to the 2014 season after the 
grey lit up a rainy final day of the 
turf season at Doncaster. 

The mile and a half took some 
getting in testing conditions on 
Town Moor but William Haggas’ 
six-year-old charge rose to the 
occasion to win the Betfred 
November Handicap by five lengths 
in the hands of Seb Sanders. 

It has been far from plain-sailing 
for the Highclere Thoroughbred 
Racing-owned runner, though, as 
he has suffered a string of injuries 
before finally enjoying his moment 
in the spotlight. 

Highclere’s managing director 
Harry Herbert said: “We are looking 
forward to next season with him. 
I’m sure he will give his owners a lot 
of fun. 

“William was very bullish and 
I know that Sir Michael (Stoute), 
who trained him in his early career, 
thought this horse was a Group 
performer. 

“We thought about retiring him 
and when he had the leg for the 
third time, we brought him back to 
Highclere to find him a home. 

“Ed Dunlop told me Snow Lairy 
returned as good as ever after a 
similar injury and we sent him 
to a guy in Ireland and it’s been a 
remarkable journey ever since. 

“To win this having been 


prepared to pension him off is 
unbelievable - this game throws 
everything at you.” 

Haggas said: “He’s been very 
fragile, loves soft ground and has 
been waiting for this step up in trip. 

“I have a great team and a happy 
one behind me.” 

Richard Hughes was crowned 
champion jockey for the second 
time after an impressive year which 


included his first Classic victory, in 
the QIPCO 1000 Guineas at New¬ 
market on Sky Lantern. And he 
became the first rider since Kieren 
Lallon in 2003 to get 200 winners. 

He said: “I wanted to show last 
year wasn’t a fluke. 

“I went hard early in the year 
and got my quickest 50 and 100. I 
thought if I could ride 200 winners, 
that would nearly clinch it and I did. 


“I’ve been on some wonderful 
horses and I’m under no illusions 
I wouldn’t be champion jockey 
without the Richard Hannon stable 
behind me. 

“My ambition from day one has 
been to win a Derby. I’ve haven’t 
had enough rides in it to win it yet.” 

Richard Hannon claimed his fifth 
trainers’ title and Jason Hart was 
named champion apprentice. 


The champion owners’ accolade 
went to Godolphin for a ninth time. 

Racing manager Simon Crisford 
said: “We are delighted to be British 
champion owner again and it has 
been a fantastic team effort by the 
whole operation. 

“This is a great achievement for 
everyone involved and we are look¬ 
ing forward to defending our title 
next year.”

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GOLDIE Sayers has been given a winter training boost after 
earning her spot back on the British Athletics World Class 
Performance Programme for 2013/14. 

The 31-year-old British javelin record holder was one of a 
raft of high-profile names omitted from the governing bodies’ 
funding programme, but the Newmarket-born competitor 
appealed the decision. 

And Sayers, who is on her way back after 15 months out 
through injury, was successful in her appeal and has now 
been included on the World Class Performance Programme 
for 2013/14. 

Sayers said: “I’m delighted my appeal was successful. I was 
naturally disappointed not to be included first time around 
but nonetheless I’m even more determined to make 2014 and 
beyond a success. 


“Funding does not make you train harder or more commit¬ 
ted but it does make it easier for you to do certain things. 

“A lot of it goes towards physio support and medical. 

“I’m fully rehabbed back to throwing but it’s just a lot more 
difficult with things not being so on site - which I was fully 
prepared for. 

“It’s continuity of people that you are working with and it 
just means any little things don’t become bigger problems. 

“It’s just having a bit more back-up on the sidelines if I 
need it.” 

Sayers last competition was the qualifying rounds at the 
London Olympics. 

But after her second elbow surgery earlier this year, Sayers 
is now driving forwards with a normal winter training plan. 

“It’s really just building it back up,” she said. “I’m exactly 


where I would be at this time of year, throwing at the same 
speed as I would be at this time of year. 

“In terms of training programme, it’s not modified at all.” 

Regarding the appeal decision, British Athletics perfor¬ 
mance director Neil Black said: “Goldie presented a very 
strong case for her inclusion on the World Class Performance 
Programme. 

“The panel reviewed their original decision after being 
presented with Goldie’s appeal submission and a decision 
was made to include her on the WCPP for 2013/14. 

“Goldie is an excellent competitor and has applied herself 
brilliantly to her post-operative recovery from injury. 

“British Athletics will provide her with the best treatment 
and support so she can get back throwing the world class 
distances we know she is capable of.”
